(b) All recommendations from the value engineering and

constructibility review construction techniques for a school project
shall be presented to the school district's board of directors for
acceptance or rejection. If the board of directors rejects a
recomendation it shall provide a statenent explaining the reasons for
rejecting the recomendation and include the statenent in the
application for state assistance to the ((state—board—of—education))
superintendent of public instruction.

(6) The office of the superintendent of public instruction shal
provi de:

(a) An information and training programfor school districts on the
use of the construction managenent techni ques; and
